7. — The emigrant. Clement Bate, son 
of James (6) and Mary (Martine) Bate, 
was baptized in Lydd January 22, 1595. 

He married Ann and had: James, 

Clement, Rachel, Joseph, Benjamin and 
Samuel. He died in Hingham, Mass., 
September 17, 1671. S. G. Drake in the 
Founders of New England/' says, "6 
Apriles 1635, Theis p'ties imbarqued in 
ye Elizabeth Mr Wm Stagg bound for 
New England p'r cert from the Justices 
and Ministers of ye p'ish. Signed, Cle- 
ment Bate 40 Ann Bate his wife 40 also 
five children and two servants." In New 
England he acquired "my house lott con- 
ta)ming five acres, my planting lott, tenn 
acres, and my nowe dwelling house," all 
in "Hingham towne." 

8. — ^The boy. Joseph Bate, son of 
Qement and Ann Bate, was bom in 
Lydd in 1630. In Hotten's Lists of Emi- 
grants is "Jos. Bates aged 5." "Oh how 
this boy's heart leaps up when he thinks 
of it! Once no sailors had dared sail 
far out of sight of land lest they should 
come to the edge of the world and fall 
over! And now it seems as if the old 
world itself was longing to move west- 
ward to meet the new, so many were the 
gallant captains and the brave sailors 
who faced dangers in unknown seas."*

B. Gbosvenor 
In Hingham Joseph Bate married Esther 
Hillard, January 9, 1657-58. He died 
April 30, 1706. His children were: Jo- 
seph, Esther, Caleb, Hannah, Joshua, 
Bathsheba, Qement, Elinor and Abigail. 
9. — The executor. Joshua Bates, son 
of Joseph and Esther (Hilliard) Bates, 
was bom in Hingham August 14, 1671. 
He married Rachel Tower, January 15, 
1695. His children were: Rachel, 
Joshua, Bathsheba, Elizabeth, Solomon 
Isaac, Jacob. He died September 23, 
1757. "He was an executor of estates, 
member of the school committee and a 
farmer. He paid taxes on a house, 2 
acres of farm, 6 acres of pasture, 2 
horses, 2 oxen, 5 cows, 4 bbls. of cyder 
and 4 slaves of 12 years and over." So 
says The History of the Town of Co- 
hasset. 

10. — ^The constable. Jacob Bates, son 
of Joshua and Rachel (Tower) Bates^ 
was bom in Hingham August 20, 1710. 
He married Mary Lincoln Clark, a de- 
scendant of the emigrant Samuel Lin-^ 
coin, November 19, 1730. His children 
were: Mary, Rachel, Simeon, Obedidi| 
James, Lydia, Elijah, John, Jacob, Israel, 
Elizabeth. In The History of Cohassei 
is a list of his taxable property and a 
statement that he was also a farmer and^ 
in 1745, a constable. He had a "little 
piece of meadow lying at Conyhassett, 
being about one acre." "The name 
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Bates is amongst those who contributed 
to the building of the Old Ship Meetii^ 
house and every generation since is 
represented on its roster." 

11. — ^The minute man. Israel Bat^, 
son of Jacob and Mary Lincoln (Qark) 
Bates, was bom in Hingham April 15, 
1753. He married Mary Cooper, Jan- 
uary 27, 1774, and died in Barr, N. Y., 
January 11, 1844. "Israel Bates appears 
m a copy of an order on Ephraim New- 
ell, town treasurer of Attleboro dated 
July 5, 1775, for wages due said Bates 
and others for services on an alarm 
caused by the battle of Bunker Hill." 
This is from the Record Index to the 
Military Archives of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, which also gives the 
names and dates of five other battles, in 
which this minute man took part. A 
tradition survives to this eflfect: "Gen- 
eral Putnam disguised tried to pass the 
sentry Bates without the proper word; 
to test his fidelity. The General was 
Weard to compliment the vigilance of 
Bates even before he himself recovered 
from the results of the encounter." He 
had these children: 

1. Jacob, bom in 1776, died Feb- 
ruary 22, 1859, married Lydia Barnes. 

2. Roxanna, born in 1778, died in 
May, 1859, married William Brown. 

3. Clark, married Esther Alden.

June 21, 1786, married and left one 
child, when he died young. 

6. Samuel, bom in Dudley June 21, 
1789, married Mehitable Bean.

8. Jesse, bom March 10, 1796, mar- 
ried Anna Miller, March 27, 1820. 
12. — ^The frontiersman. Jacob Bates, 

eldest son of Israel and Mary (CooperT 
Bates, was bom in Attleboro, Mass., in 
1776. He married Lydia Bames in 1795 
and died Febmary 26, 1859. A record 
in the pension department in Washing- 
ton says, **Jacob Bates was called into 
service at Little Falls, N. Y., September 



7, 1814, and served as private in Captain 
Samuel Bant's company. Major Archi- 
bald Mclntyre's battalkwi of New York 
militia, war of 1812; was stationed at 
Sackett's Harbor, N. Y., where he was 
discharged November 8, 1814." Per- 
sonally his granddaughter, Jane Bates, 
describes him in a letter as being "A 
very imposing fi^re, six feet tall and 
broad in proportion. I well remember 
when he came to our house. He had 
been a pioneer and emigrated into the 
Mohawk valley. There were Indians 
and deer in plenty — ^and he began telling 
yarns." His children, bom in Oppen- 
heim, N. Y., were: 

1. Rachel, born June 11, 1796, died 
October 24, 1859, married Bryant 
White, March 10, 1816. 

2. Lucinda, born Febmary 8, 1798, 
died August 26, 1865, married Stephen 
Bowen, January 30, 1817. 

3. Thomas, born March 23, 1800, 
died February 28, 1874, married Eliza- 
beth Wood in 1824. 

4. CJeorge, born August 27, 1802, 
died May 13, 1884, married Harriett

8. Lydia, born January 29, 1812, 
died in 1844, married, first, January 
23, 1834, Samuel Hitchcock, second, 
Eri Allen, third, Bryant White. 

9. James, bom November 21, 1815, 
died April 13, 1881, married, first, 
Amanda Bellinger second, Sarah Bean. 
13.— The pathfinder. Daniel Bates, 

son of Jacob and Lydia (Bames) Bates, 
was bora in Herkimer, N. Y., December 
9, 1806, and died in October, 1876. He 
married Eliza Titcomb, Mav 20, 1830, 
and had: Lydia, John, Israel, Jane, La- 
vinia, Nellie, Otis, Mansel, Perry, Rus- 
sell, Emma. "He was a teacher and 
writer." "He was looking over the coun- 
try and came across a fine spring which 
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flowed to Lake Ontario on one side and 
to the river on the other. Cut on a tree 
was 'N.B.— D.B.' ; he read Take Notice 
— Daniel Bates' and bought that land. 
The Bowen hunters who had cut the 
initials became his neighbors. He drove 
the first team of oxen over the new road 
to Ma3nrille and built a log cabin with 
a stick and stone chimney and a bear 
skin flap for a door." 

14. — ^The philanthropist. Jane Bates, 
daughter of Daniel and Eliza (Titcomb) 
Bates, was bom in Chautauqua, N. Y., 
October 3, 1838. She married Daniel 
Webster Johnston, April 19, 1863. Her 
children are: Abbie, Bird, Jane, Gansey, 
Koric, Edward Bates. Jane Bates' long 
life has been a succession of good deeds 
and of gracious gifts to others. Among 
tiiem is the presentation of a library 
to the people of the township of Arling- 
ton, near Bangor, Mich., where her 
farmstead lies. Jane Bates' advice to the 
youngest of the line is to the effect that : 
"A kindergarten boy that's smart 

Should know his lessons all by heart ; 
Should mind his P's and quirl his Q's 



And never mix his V's and U's ; 
Should see the stars on evenings clear 

That are so large, so bright, so near^ 
And watch the moon take on her horns 

These lovely late October moms. 
In fact should use his big brown eyes 

To view the earth, the trees, the skies. 
So when he's seventy or more he'll have 

Of learning quite a store 
And be as young of heart and brain 

As though he were but five again."

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The Sutherland Family in America 

[Contribttted to Genxalogy.]

The name Southerland^ or Sutherland, 
with the two ways of spelling appears 
among the early families in both the New 
England, and the southern states. No 
doubt they were related, but have since 
grown widely apart. 

I 

Among the settlers coming over be- 
fore the Revolution was a family of 
Sutherlands, whose members settled in 
Virginia. One of that family was George 
Sutherland (1), bom in Scotland in 
1761. From old deeds, and gifts of land 
it seems that he had a brother Samuel 
(1), and their father was Saunders 
[Sanders, Sandy], Sutherland. George 
Sutherland died in 1847. By deed, dated 
January 2, 1783, Saunders Sutherland 
and Martha, his wife, Samuel, and 
George Sutherland's consent given, all 
of Fluvanna county, Virgmia, convey 
land to James Crudsan. See deetl book 
No. 1, p. 434, Fluvanna county, Va. The 
Martha mentioned would be the second 
wife of Saunders, and stepmother to 
George, and Samuel. She was the 
daughter of Samuel Davis of Fluvanna 
county, Va. 

George Sutherland (1) settled first in 
Virginia. Shortly before the Revolution 
he moved to Carolina, enlisting from 
Caswell county, N. C, in the fall of 1775, 
serving as drunmier boy for two years 



under Captain Henry Dixon, Captain 
Tilman Dixon, and Colonel Clarke, ini 
the First North Carolina Regiment. On= 
October 5, 1780, he enlisted again, giv- 
ing Albermarle county, Va., as his rcsi-^ 
dence, under Samuel Eddins in the ar- 
tillery and served until a short time be- 
fore the battle of York, when he was 
furloughed on account of disability. 
George Sutherland (1) married, first, a 
widow named Jane JomiscMi Shores, Sep- 
tember IS, 1791, in Fluvanna coun^, the 
Reverend William Baskett officiating; 
he married, second, Mary Hemdon, 
October 18, 1822, the Reverend Isaac 
Tuckadoo officiatuig. There were na 
children by the second marriage. The 
children of the first marriage were: 1. 
George F., 2. Elizabeth L. (Betsy), 3. 
Richard Lee, 4. Thomas. 

Samuel Sutherland (1), brother of 
George Sutherland (1) married Judith 
Foster of Louisa county, Va., on April 
3, 1783, in Fluvanna county. They lived 
in Louisa county and in Fluvanna.

George F. Sutherland (2) died young 
and probably unmarried. He was con- 
stable in Fluvanna county in 1814. 

Elizabeth L. Sutherland, sometimes 
mentioned as Betsy Sutherland^ married 
Madison Bibb, before 1835. 

Richard Lee Sutherland (2) was bomt 
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August 8, 1798, in Fluvanna county. He 

married, first, Sarah Ann , some 

time before 1821. I beliere there were 
no children by this marriap^e. In 1826 
he married Mary Jane Dickinscm of Nel- 
son county, Va. She was the daughter 
of Thurston James Dickinson and Mary 
Martin. After the birth of their oldest 
child they moved to Missouri, settling on 
a farm seven miles north of Farming- 
ton, in St. Francois county. Here they 
lived, raising a large family, owning 
slaves and prospering. Richard Lee 
Sutherland died in \9A6, and his widow 
•died in 1870 at the age of 70 years. They 
had the following children: 1. Frances 
Ann, married George Evans, and moved 
to Crawford county. Mo. ; she was bom 
in 1833, died in 1867 leaving children, 
Richard, William, Laura, and Lizzie. 

2. Martha Adeline, bom in 1842, married

Thomas Sutherland (2), son of George 
Sutherland (1), was bom in 1804 in 
Virginia and died in 1846 in Chillicothe, 
Ohio. He married Sarah Jones, who 
was of Scotch- Welsh descent, her father 
a Jones, her mother a Miss North. They 
lived in Bedford county, Va. Thomas 
Sutherland and his wife did not believe 
in slavery, and this fact caused him to 
remove with his family to Ohio. His 
children were: 1.

The accounts tell of whale oil, candles, salt, 
pepper, sugar, hemp, duck, molasses, rum, nutmegs, tea, vinegar, and other 
things sold in a ship chandler's and general store. In the old ledgers are the 
following names of customers from 1788 to 1796. All are suposed to have been 
residents of Nantucket, except those designated Newport or Providence.

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The Carpenter Family in America 

[Contributed to Genealogy.] 
By Carlos Parsons Darling. 



Charles and Lucy (Darling) Carpenter 
were the heads of one of the first families 
that settled in the Cowanesque valley, 
Tioga county, Penn. 

I. 

Charles Carpenter, son of Samuel and 
Sarah (Hix) Carpenter, was bom in 
New England, September 30, 1769. He 
married, probably in Richmond, N. H., 
date lacking, Lucy Darling, born August 
5, 1773, probably in Richmond, daughter 
of Stephen and Prudence (White) Darl- 
ing, of Richmond and Mendon, Mass., 
and granddaughter of Joseph and Mary 
(Fish) Darling. Lucy (Darling) Car- 
penter died March 9, 1848, aged 75 years. 
Charles Carpenter died in Deerfield, Ti- 
oga county, Penn., Nov. 18, 1840, aged 
71 years and 18 days. He emigrated 
from Richmond, N. H., to the present 
site of Osceola, Tioga county, in 1801, 
and resided there until 1812. Later he 
moved to Deerfield, where he spent the 
remainder of his life. There he settled 
on a farm, which he partially cleared and 
improved and which was more recently 
occupied by his grandson, Lorentes Car- 
penter. He died upon that farm as did 
also his parents who came with him to 
Pennsylvania. 

Charles and Lucy (Darling) Carpen- 
ter had six children. Data is lacking ex- 
cept in one line. They are as follows :

Lyman Carpenter, son of Charles and 
Lucy (Darling) Carpenter, was borm 
May 5, 1796, probably in Vermont or 
New Hampshire. He was reared to* 
manhood in Deerfield, Penn. After his 
father's death he succeeded to the home- 
stead farm, but later in life, sold it and 
moved to Brookfield township, and" 
thence to Farmington, Tioga county,, 
where he died, February 19, 1873. He- 
married, first, Almira Cook, daughter oi* 
Levi and Elizabeth (Caulkins) Cook^ 
who bore him a family of twelve chil- 
dren, eleven of whom are given below.

l^orentes Carpenter, eldest son of Ly- 
man and Almira (Cook) Carpenter, was 
born April 4, 1822, in Deerfield. He 
was reared on the homestead, and in 
middle life located on the farm which 
was later the home of his son, Willard 
S. Carpenter, where he resided six 
years. He then purchased the Carpen- 
ter homestead, and lived there until his 
death, October 17, 1893. He married 
May 14, 1846, Lois Seely, daughter of 
Elanson and Mercy (Howland) Seely. 
On the paternal side she was a grand- 
daughter of Ebenezer and Mehitable 
'(Todd) Seely, and on the maternal side 
•was granddaughter of John and Lois 
(Eddy) Howland, all pioneers of Tioga 
"County. Lois (Seely) Carpenter died in 
Academv Comers, Tioga county, Penn., 
in the winter of 1910-1911. They had 
nine children:

Willard S. Carpenter, eldest son of 
Lorentes and Lois (Seely) Carpenter, 
was born November 24, 1848, in Deer- 
field. He was reared upon the home- 
stead farm, and obtained his education 
in the public schools, and in Union 
Academy. He has spent his entire life 
in Deerfield, and has resided upon his 
present farm of 225 acres since 1886, 
sixty acres of which he cleared. He 
married. May 14, 1873, Emma Daniels, 
daughter of Henry F. and Esther 
(Close) Daniels of Deerfield. In poli- 
tics he is a Democrat, and in religion 
is a member of the Baptist Church. He 
is one of the representative farmers of 
Deerfield township, as well as a de- 
scendant of two oif the oldest families 
of Tioga County. He has nad the fol- 
lowing four children:

Ellsworth Clark, born in Osceola, Tioga 
county, August 25, 1861, son of Elea- 
zer and Julia (Johnson) Clark of Steu- 
ben county, N. Y. His father was a 
native of Tioga county, a son of Eleazer 
Qark, Sr. C. Ellsworth Clark was edu- 
cated in Osceola, and in the business col- 
lege in Elmira. N. Y., graduating in 
both places. He later took charge of 
the old Clark homestead in Steuben 
county, N. Y., and afterwards of the 
old Carpenter homestead in Tioga 
county, Penn. He was a prosperous 
farmer and one of the representative men 
of the county. He died November 29, 
1893, leaving two children, as follows:

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The Penys of Virginia 

During the last half of the seventeenth 
century and the first half of the eigh- 
teenth we find Micajah Perry, a man of 
great wealth, and his son Richard, en- 
gaged in the commission business in the 
city of London, England, under the firm 
name of Perry & Son. Thomas Lane, 
a contemporary of Micajah Perry in the 
seventeenth century, was also engaged 
in the commission business in the same 
city. Many of the colonists in tide- 
water Virginia consigned their tobacco 
and other produce for market to those 
commission merchants in London. It 
appears in the inventory of the estate ol 
Colonel Jos. Bridger, of Isle of Wight 
county, Va., that in 1686 Colonel Bridger 
had sent several bills of exchange to 
Micajah Perry & Son to be placed to his 
credit. In the will of Captain James 
Day, of Isle of Wight county, Va., dated 
August 10, 1700, and probated January 
9, 1701, Captain Day directed that cer- 
tain property owned by him in London 
be sold by his friends, Micajah Perry, 
Thomas Lane and Richard Perry. 

Micajah Perry had several brothers, 
sisters and other relatives in Virginia. 
Peter, Joseph, Henry and Benjamin 
Perry were contemporaries in tidewater 
Virginia in the latter part of the seven- 
teenth century. So were members of 
Phillip Perry's family. 

Peter Perry, a brother of Micajah 
Perry, settled in York county, va. 
Joseph, Henry and Benjamin Perry be- 
longed to Phillip Perry's family, and 
from these families sprung the Perry 
families of North Carolina. A sister of 
Peter and Micajah Perry married a Mr. 
Lowe, and they had a son. Micajal 
Lowe, and three dauerhters, Susannah, 
Johanna and Mary. The names of Su- 
sannah and Mary have been family 
names in the Perry families for many 
generations since. Micajah Lowe and 
his wife, Sarah, lived in Charles City 
county, Va., and left issue. 

William Edwards, who served in the 



house of burgesses, from Surrey county, 
Va., in 1707, first married the daughter 
of Colonel Benj. Harrison, and after her 
death, married, second, the daughter of 
Micajah Lowe, leaving several children 
by this marriage. Micajah Lowe, in his 
will, probated in 1703, refers to his uncle, 
Micajah Perry, of London, and appoints 
him one of his executors. 

During the seventeenth century Mica- 
jah Perry was the most conspicuous 
merchant in England in supplying the 
planters and colonists in Virginia and 
North Carolina with goods of all kinds 
in exchange for their tobacco and other 
products. He was the banker and com- 
mission merchant of those peopie, ana 
was often the executor of those leaving 
large estates. The new settlers had un- 
bounded confidence in his ability and 
honesty of character. He was a frequent 
visitor to the colonies and was well 
known there. Often he was sent to 
America as the duly commissioned agent 
of the crown to advise and negotiate with 
the colonists. 

Among the largest contributors to the 
original endowment of William and 
Mary College in Virginia were Micajah 
Perry, Thomas Lane and Richard Perry, 
each giving fifty pounds for that pur- 
pose. 

Micajah Perry served as alderman of 
the city of London in the latter part of 
the seventeenth century and later as 
lord mayor of London during the reiem 
of William and Mary. He died in 1721, 
and his mercantile business was contin- 
ued by his grandsons, Micajah Perry and 
Phillip Perry.

D. W. S. [401] 
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Sweet 

[Contributed to Genealogy.] 
Thomas Sweet, son of Benjamin 
Sweet, was bom in the "Redstone coun- 
try," Pennsylvania, West Augusta dis- 
trict, not many miles from Fort Dim- 
more, now Pittsburg, about 1760-1765. 
In the year 1782 he was a private in 
Captain David Reed's company of the 
Westmoreland county battalion of Penn- 
sylvania militia. This company was in 
Colonel Crawford's Sandusky expedi- 
tion against the Indians, where Colonel 
Crawford was captured and burned at 
the stake in the presence of Simon Girty, 
the renegade. Thomas Sweet married in 
Pennsylvania in 178 — , Mary Neely. In 
1789 the family moved to Mason county, 
Ky., now Fleming county, where 
Thomas died in 1828. 

Thomas and Mary (Neely) Sweet had 
children as follows: 

I. Benjamin Sweet, bom Decem- 
ber 25, 1786, an obituary notice says in 
Woodford county, Ky., but as that was 
the year before the first settlement in 
Stockton Station in 1787, it was a mis- 
take, as the family of his father moved 
in the year 1789. He married Mary A. 
Holmes in Fleming county, Ky., Novem- 
ber 20, 1806, moved to Ohio in 1811 and 
settled in Champaign county near Urba- 
na; died in Middlebury, Champaign 
county, Ohio, October 19, 1845; 
eight children. 

II. Samuel Sweet, born in Fleming 
county. He went to the Galena lead 
mines in southwest Missouri and there 
is no further trace of him. 

III. Joseph N. Sweet, born in Flem- 
ing county, in 1790, was a soldier in the 
war of 1812 and lost a leg, received a 
land warrant in 1855. He married Mary 
Popejoy near Washington Court House, 
Ohio, August 1, 1816; died in Webster, 
Scioto county, Ohio, 1870. Children.

In the first attempts to construct a 
genealogy of the Clemens family m 
America, considerable data of a frag- 
mentary nature has been gathered for 
the first time. Some of this data is 
printed here for the benefit of those 
members of the family, who heretofore 
have been unable to obtain facts regard- 
ing their early ancestors prior to the year 
1800. Four distinct lines came to Amer- 
ica from Germany, from Holland, from 
Ireland, and from England respectively. 
Those from Ireland and England settled 
in New England and Virginia, and those 
from Holland and Germany in Pennsyl- 
vania and New York. The marriage rec- 
ords of Pennsylvania, here given, prior 
to 1800, are unusually complete.

In the Reynolds-Qements article by E. 
M. C. [4211, I assume that the date, Oc- 
tober, 1673, given for marriage of Eliza- 
beth Skidmore is meant for 1763. Pre- 
sumably the John and Elizabeth Skid- 
more alluded to are John (4), who mar- 
ried Elizabeth, probably Whitehead and 
probably a descendant of Daniel White- 
head, bom about 1603, died November 
16, 1668, age 65, a proprietor of Hemp- 
stead, L. I. 

If Elizabeth was a daughter of this 
couple, it is strange that she is not men- 
tioned in the will of her father, probated 
November 4, 1782. He mentions his wife, 
Elizabeth, son Whitehead (Skidmore), 
Phebe, wife of Evert Vanostrand, son 
Daniel and his children, son Thomas, 
granddaughter Phebe Skidmore, remain- 
der to be divided among "all my chil- 
dren," my daughter Jane Smith, my son 
Whitehead Skidmore, my daughter 
Phebe Vannos [sic], my son John Skid- 
more, my son Thomas Skidmore and my 
son Daniel Skidmore, son Samuel Skid- 
more, already dead, his children, "my 
granddaughter Phebe is the daughter of 
my son Joseph Skidmore." Was Eliza- 



beth dead before this date ? That would 
account for her omission. 

John Skidmore was the son of Sam- 
uel and Susannah (Samuel died, 

1733), he the son of John, bom April 11, 
1643, died before March 6, 1681, and Su- 
sannah , he the son of Thomas, 

died, 1684, and Ellen , his second 

wife Sarah being mentioned in his will.

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LINCOLNIANA 

The Boston Evening Transcript (Boston, Massachusetts), for May 7, 1913, presents the 
following: 

"Lincolniana Book Plates and Collections" is the alluring title of a little volume recently 
issued by H. Alfred Fowler, publisher of "The Biblio," of Kansas City, Mo. The book is 
the outgrowth of an attempt to describe the book plates bearing portraits of Lincoln or 
other appropriate designs associated with his name. The author, however, found the col- 
lections of Lincolniana in which these book plates were used of more interest than the plates 
themselves, and so Charles W. McLellan, Judd Stewart and J. B. Oakleaf have contributed 
three delightful little papers on their collections. All are veterans in the field, and it is only 
to (be regretted that similar descriptions could not <be given of the collections of Hon. Daniel 
Fish, J. W. Burton and the late prince of Lincoln collectors. Major W. H. Lambert of 
Philadelphia. The accounts of the collections are by no means catalogues; they are frag- 
mentary, discursive, written as one talks to a friend about his books — ^beginning with show- 
ing a few things and ending by talking aJbout fellow collectors. It does make one a trifle 
envious, however, to find Charles Woodbury McLellan describing some of his Lincoln 
autographs thus: 

"The earliest specimen of his writing that I obtained was a page of his copybook writ- 
ten in 1826, when he was 17 years of age ; and from 1838 to 1865, twenty-seven years, I have 
something written by him each year excepting the year 1854. Together with these, I have 
accumulated quite an interesting collection of letters written to Mr. Lincoln or about him." 

Will some kind gentleman who has a Lincoln letter of the date of 1854 send it to Mr. 
McLellan? It surely will be appreciated. For, as Judd Stewart writes: 

"But, after all, the pleasure of pursuit and acquisition is of no worth compared to the 
friendships formed through my collecting. What a pleasure to receive, some morning 
when business is all askew, a letter from a 'hated rival,' congratulating one on a new 
acquisition, or, as sometimes happens, finding in the mail with the compliments of some 
other collector ('hated rival') an item that you want and have despaired of getting!" 

And so J. B. Oakleaf writes that the acquaintance he has formed through his hobby 
is really worth more to him than his collection. To the new collectors he extends the hand 
of Lincoln fellowship, "with my heart in it, knowing that what they do, will not only be 
of service to themselves, ^but to the community in which they live, and of benefit to their 
friends." 

Mr. Fowler's little book should be owned by every Lincoln collector. It has a hand- 
somely engraved titlepage with a Lincoln portrait, and the Lincoln bookplates of Judd 
Stewart, H. Alfred Fowler and J. B. Oakleaf are used to em^llish the text. A blank Lin- 
coln bookplate is laid in loosely to be put in the owner's copy. The printing is all that 
could be desired. 

The volume contains an especially engraved portrait titlepage by A. N. Macdonald, and 
especially engraved portrait 'Ex libris Lincolniana' within the cover and upon which the 
owner may inscribe his name, an original impression of the Lincolniana bookplate of Mr. 
Judd Stewart, and another engraved plate impression as well as other illustrations.

John and Mercy (Cady) Garbutt were 
among the early settlers in Monroe 
county, N. Y., and leaders in promoting 
its affairs. 

I. 

John Garbutt, son of Zachariah and 
Phebe (Nairn) Garbutt was bom -in Eng- 
land in 1780. He migrated from Wins- 
ton, England, in the fall of 1798, having 
his parents with him; they landed at 
New York city, and located first near 
Ossining, N. Y., where they remained 
for two years. Thence they moved on to 
Seneca where they remained for five 
years. John Garbutt had learned the 
trade of a shoemaker in England, so his 
first effort in his new home was at the 
bench in order to gain a support and to 
pay off the borrowed money necessary 
to transport himself and parents to the 
new world, which he soon accomplished. 
In 1805 he made a permanent settlement 
on Allen's Creek, now Garbutt, in the 
township of Wheatland, N. Y., where 
he became a prosperous farmer, and the 
hamlet which grew up around him took 
his name when he became a man of af- 
fairs. • 

John Garbutt's abiKty was soon recog- 
nized by bis fellow citizens. He was 
chosen to be surveyor and held many 
town offices in turn; was supervisor of 
Caledonia in 1820, before the division 
of the town, and Wheatland's first super- 



visor in 1821. Hie represented Monroe 
county in the New York L^slature in 
1829. He was one of th^; founders of 
the Farmers' library, buying and bring- 
ing home the first books for the same. 
He served in the war of 1812 in Capt. 
Levi Lacy's Company. He died in 
Garbutt, March 13, 1855, and is buried 
in the Garbutt cemetery. 

John Garbutt married Mercy Cady, 
daughter of Rufus and Lydia (Wheeler) 
Cady, bom in Dalton, Mass., March 27, 
1788, and died in Garbutt, December 13, 
1848. She was descended from Nicho- 
las Cady of Watertown, Mass., 1645, 
through James (2), John (3), William 
(4), William (5), her father Rufus 
(6). She removed from Dalton, Mass., 
with her parents in 1809 and settled near 
the present village of Garbutt in the 
township of Wheatland, Monroe coun- 
ty, N. Y., where she married John Gar- 
butt. 

John and Mercy (Cady) Garbutt had 
ten children, bom in Garbutt. 

1. Lydia Garbutt, date of birth not 
given, married Jefferson Edmunds. 
They had three children, Zachariah, 
Eddy M., and Milton Edmunds, each 
of whom died young. 

2. Minerva Garbutt, born April 17,

Leet it be bmshed over with that paste 
and laid neatly on a snK>th board. Leav 
a little moulding or bead around the edge 
of the board, by way of ornament, and 
hang it up in your parlor. 

Then let your children view it at times 
and while they revere the names of their 
ancestors, inculcate in them a high and 



noble spirit to maintain and perpetuate 
the dignity of the family, 

I presume that the times of the births 
and deaths of my fathers, brothers and 
sisters might be ascertained as also the 
time of the births of my brothers and 
sisters for which I have accordingly left 
blanks.

Can anyone interested in the Benson 
family of Mendon, Mass., tell me 
whether Benoni Benson, born in 1724, 
son of Benoni and Sarah (Thayer) Ben- 
son, married, in 1742, Abigail Staples, 
bom October 12, 1729, Mendon, Mass., 
daughter of Abraham* Staples (Abra- 
ham*, Abraham^, John^), and first wife 
Abigail (Taft) Staples. It is said that 
the above Abigail (Staples) Benson had 
a son when she was only thirteen years 
old, but I have record of this marriage as 
(probably occurring in Mendon) Janu- 
ary 30, 1752, at which time Abigail 
Staples would have been 23 years of 
age. 

It seems to be claimed by some that 
Benoni Benson, Jr.^ son of Benoni and 
Sarah (Thayer) Benson, married Abi- 
gail White, daughter of Joseph and Pru- 
dence (Smith) White, of Uxbridge, 
Mass., and that after the death of Abi- 
gail (White), Benoni Benson, her hus- 
band, married 2d to Abigail Staples. If 
this is the case, Abigail (White) must 
have died before 1752. The above Pru- 
dence (Smith) White was the wife of 
Joseph* White, son of Joseph* (Capt 
Joseph*, Thomas^ White, of Weymouth, 
Mass.), and Lydia (Copeland) White, 
and after the death of Joseph* White, 
in 1737, Prudence, his widow, married, 
in Mendon, Mass., Septerriber 3, 1739, to 
Benoni Benson, of Mendon, Mass. He 
was the son of Joseph* (wife's name 
wanted) Benson, and grandson of John* 
and Mary ( ) Benson, of Hingham, 
Mass. 

Benoni* Benson, yeoman of Mendon, 
Mass., married first (date wanted) 
Sarah Thayer, daughter of Josiah and 
Sarah (Bass) Thayer, and granddaugh- 
ter of Ferdinand Thayer, of Braintree, 
Mass. Wanted, dates of this family 
and full record of children. 

Benoni* Benson died in 1761, and is 
buried in the Chestnut Hill Cemetery, 
Mendon, Mass. His widow, Prudence 
(Smith) White Benson, made her will 



January 14, 1785, in which she bequests 
to the heirs of her beloved daughter 
Abigail Benson the same amotmt which 
she bequests to her other daughters. Pru- 
dence Albee and Rachel Darling. Men- 
tions her sons Joseph White, Peter 
White, heirs of son Aaron White, de- 
ceased, Moses White, Ebenezer White; 
also mentions son-in-law, Benoni Benson 
to be executor. 

The Uxbridge and Mendon records 
give the above children to Joseph and 
Prudence (Smith) White, and also 
Sarah, bom November 8, 1724, Men- 
don; who is not mentioned in her 
mother's will. What became of her? 

The above Aaron White, son of 
Joseph and Prudence, was 'born May 
22, 1717, in Mendon, Mass. According 
to the Mendon records, he married, De- 
cember 15, 1739, Susannah Thayer, of 
Mendon, but he is called of Uxbridge. 
She was the daughter of Benoni Benson 
— ^Thayer evidently for her first hus- 
band- Wanted, his name, dates of par- 
entage. Susannah married, second, 
Aaron White, who died before April 17, 
1760, at which time, in Mendcm, Mass., 
she married her third husband, Benjamin 
Darling, gentleman of Mendon, whose 
first wife was Mehitable White, dawghter 
of Thomas and Mehitable (Thornton) 
White, granddaughter of Capt. Joseph 
and Lydia (Rogers) White, and great 
granddaughter of the first Thomas 
White, of Meyenorth, Mass. 

Now, then, Joseph White, husband of 
Prudence, died in 1737, and his property 
was divided between his widow and 
children, Joseph, Peter, Aaron, Moses, 
Ebenezer, Abigail, Sarah, Prudence and 
Rachel. I have wondered if Sarah did 
not die young, as she is not mentioned 
in the will of her mother. Prudence 
Benson, in 1785, and did above Abigail 
White marry Benoni Benson, or did the 
widow Prudence (Smith) White Benson, 
in speaking of her daughter, Abigail 
Benson, mean Abigail (Staples) Benson, 
wife of Benoni Benson, Jr. 
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In September 18, 1769, the heirs of 
Abraham Staples were widow Lydia 
(she was Lydia White, daughter of 
Thomas (Joseph, Capt. Joseph, Thomas) 
and Deborah (Read) White) and chil- 
dren Abraham, Nahor, Abigail Benson, 
Lydia Holbrook, Thankful Fletcher, 
Deborah Marsh, Ruth Craggin, Ohloe 
Staples.

1. Lietft. Jirfin HoHister, the ancestor 
of the American family of that name, 
was bom in England, 1612, and imiigrated 
to America in 1642. He sailed from 
Bristol, England, and settled in Connec- 
ticut, where he became one of the most 
fM-ominent and influential men of With- 
ersfield. His name first appears in the 
annals of G>nn. Colony as juror of a 
court held March 2, 1642. He was ad- 
mitted freeman in 1643, was a deputy in 
164445, and represented the town of 
Withersfield many times until 1656. 

Lieut HoHister with Thomas Coleman 
and Nathaniel Dickinson were appointed 
for Withersfiekf, October 3, 1654, to as- 
sist the deputy governor to get men for 
an expedition against the Iiuiians. His 
name first appears as Lieut. HoHister 
in Mardi, 1658-9. He was appointed col- 
lector in Wftiiersfield, March 14, 1660, 
and was a large land owner, especiaUy 
in that part of Withersfield, lying east 
of the Cofmecticuit River, now known as 
Gftaatonbury. 

Lieut. John HoHister married Joanna, 
daui^iter of Hon. Richard Treat. She 
survived him and is mentioned in his 
wiU. Hie died in Withersfield, April, 
1665, His widow died October, 1694. 

Hon. Ridmrd Treat, Sr., was one of 
the first settlers in Withersfield, and 
was Representative of the General 
Court in 1637. He was also Colonial

Grand Juror. He married (1) Joanna 
— and anK>ng his chUdren was Robert, 
Governor of Coneoticut for many years, 
and Joanna, wife of Lieutenant Jolm 
HoHister. 

From 1658 to 1665, Richard Treat was 
an assistant magistrate of the colony, 
and was named in the Royal Charter of 
King Charles H, as one of the patentees. 
He was bom 1590 in England, and died 
in 1669, in Withersfield, Conn. He was 
one of the nineteen, to whom the Quarter 
of Connectkrut was granted April 23, 
1662.

He 
was tiie first of the name in this country, 
and was a direct descendant of Sir 
Thomas Goodrich, Bishop of Ely, and in 
the reign of Edward VI, assisted in com- 
piling the Book of Connmon Prayer. 

Madiur Marvin came to America €rom

1. Geongje Hioffman-Poznanski (also 
caHed "Guedaliah," Hebrew name) or 
any assumed name, bom in a small place 
called Briskkujawski, near Wloslavek, 
Russian Pokmd, suf^posed to have died 
in Transvaal, SouJfa Africa in 1844. 
Geoiige was one of the youngest sons of 
a certain '•Hasfcell" (meaning Henri) 
Hk^Bfnian, who went from Bavtaria to 
Russia. Haskdl had nine children, seven 
boys and two daughters. Geoige left 
his native place when young, after a quar- 
rel with his family who disapproval of 
his love affair with a Giristian girl, whom 
he later eventually married, after having 
said to have had several children. 
He travelled, settled in Bavaria, where 
he was a brewer, then emigrated to the 
Transvaal and is supposed to have died 
there, leaving a large fortune. He is sup- 
posed to have left a will, cutting off his 
brothers and sisters ; his wHl was not to 
be opened until after fifty years from the 
time of bis death, the 50 years having 
elapsed in 1894. The money was to go 
to the descendants of his '^unily; how- 
ever, it cannot be paid before aU tihe heirs 
can be traced, which Mr. Luria expects 
to do. 

Abraham, Benjamin, Hyman (in He- 
brew "Chain"), Rubin, Wolf, Rosie, etc., 
are some of the names of his brothers 
and sisters. Some of them kept the orig- 



kial name "Hioffman," others, for sep- 
cial reasons, changed their name into 
"Poznanski," which is equivalent to "Son 
of the Posen country." Posen in Polish 
means "Poznan." 

2. Julius Posner, or Poznanski, who 
was a "Hioffman." He may have been 
a son of Benjamin, who went to Au- 
stralia. Julius went to Africa and Au- 
stralia am} is supposed to have died there 
some few years ago, aflso leaving a very 
lai^ fortune, ^me heirs are in this 
country (New Jersey, Pennsylvania, etc. J 

3. Ephraim Posner, or Poznanski, 
who was a Hoffman. Probably a des- 
cendent of one of George's brotfiers ; he 
is supposed to have died in London, &ig- 
land. His heirs must also be in this coun- 
try. 

4. Moritz Posner, or Poznanski, who 
was a Hoffman, of sanoe family. He is 
supposed to have died in this country, 
leaving a large estate. 

Mr. J. Lima, who has advertised ex- 
tensively in this oountry and abroad lias 
so far received letters from persons 
claiming to be heirs, called "Hoffman" 
and "Posner or Poznanski," many of 
them coming from this country. Some 
are Jewish, some are Christians, because 
Geoi^e is supposed to have turned to 
Christianity, although his brothers re- 
mained Hebrews.

Rogers of Long Island 

rCocitribttted to Gbnialoot.] 

It is known from official records that 
William Rogers and his wife, Anna, were 
on Long Island, in Southampton and 
Huntington in 1648 and after. He died 
in Huntington between 1659 and 1667. 
Various statements and claims have been 
made concerning the earlier history of 
this William Rogers. It is asserted that 
he was a son of Thomas Rogers of 
Plymouth, Mass., who came on the May- 
flower in 1620; that he came to Plymouth 
several years after his father arrived; 
that he went to Wethersfield, Conn., from 
Plymouth, and subsequently to Stamford, 
Conn., and Hempstead, L. I., before he 
finally settled in Southampton; that he 
was not a son of Thomas Rogers, the 
Mayflower pilgrim, but of another 
Thomas Rogers of England; that he 
came direct to Connecticut from England 
and was never in Plymouth, Mass. ; that 
he was never in Connecticut, but came 
first to Long Island. In the Connecticut 
colony, 1630-1650, there were several of 
the name — William Rogers — in Wethers- 
field and elsewhere. Recent research 
seems to show that this William Rogers 
of Long Island did not leave England 
until after 1636. 

Where then was the William Rogers 
of Long Island between 1636 and 16*8? 
Was he a William Rogers of Connecticut 
and if so, which one? There has been 
plenty of guess work and assumption 



covering these points, but what is now 
wanted is reference to authoritative rec- 
ords. "Tradition," "say-so," "probably," 
"apparently," without much doubt," 
"grandfather used to say that his grand- 
father knew," etc., etc., such evid«ice is 
worse than worthless. Reliable records 
are wanted and reliable records only. 
Can William Rogers be surely located 
anywhere before he was in Southampton 
in 1648 and can he be positively identified 
with a colonial William Rogers prior to 
that date?

Abstracts of Recently DlacoTered Records 

(Transcribed from original sources)

The following abstracts of early Virginia wills, have been carefully transcribed 
from the records in Lexington, Rockbridge County, Bedford City in Bedford Coun- 
ty, iManasses in Prince William County, Amherst in Amherst County. Leesburg in 
Loudoun County, and Rustburg in Campbell County, Virginia. 

Prince WiUiam County was established in 1730, being taken from King 
George and Stafford Counties. Bedford County was established in 1753, being 
taken from Lunenburg County. Loudoun County was established in 1757, being 
taken from Fairfax County. Amherst County was established in 1761. Rock- 
bridge County was established in 1778, being taken from Augusta County. Camp* 
bell County was established in 1784, being taken from Bedford County. 

In many of the Virginia counties the court houses were destroyed by fire dur- 
ing the CivU War and the county records were destroyed, either in whole or in 
part. In Leesburg, Loudoun County, one will book is missing and in Prince William 
County four books, covering a period of twenty years, are nowhere to be found. In 
Rockingham County there are neither wills nor deeds prior to 1865, but here I 
found (marriage records and fee books as early as 1774 in a forgotten comer. 

In the following alphabetical list of early Virginia wills, a chronological order 
is preserved in order to show descent or generation, and particular care has beoi 
talren to follow the quaint, original spelling of surnames as well as forenames, 
occurring in the original record.

Money in Chancery 

The Paymaster of the Supreme Court 
of Great Britian has published in a special 
supplement to the "London Gazette" the 
statutory triennial list of dormant funds 
in the various courts, including Chancery, 
King's Bench, Probate and Divorce, and 
the King's Remembrancer, as well as the 
now extinct courts of Common Pleas and 
Exchequer. The suppl^nent runs to 
over 200 pages of names alphabetically 
indexed, and all funds of not less than 
£50 are included. The aggregate 
amount of these funds is about £1,250,- 
000, distributed over more than 3,800 
separate accounts. One-half do not ex- 
ceed £150 in value, and only about one- 
twentieth exceed £1,000. The list should 
be of service to persons desiring informa- 
tion as to the origin of a fund in court, 
and any such person finding reason to be- 
lieve that he may be interested in a par- 
ticular case may apply, in writing only, 
to the Assistant Paymaster-General, 
Royal Courts of Justice, London, who at 
his discretion may supply information 
as to the amount of the fund and the 
date of an order of court known to re- 
late to it. This report shows how false 
and misleading are the claims often made 
in the United States that tnere are mil- 
lions in chancery for certain, alleged 
great estates, like the Lord Baltimore and 
other fabulous legacies.

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Early New Jersey Court Records 

[Contributed to Gbnealogy.] 

Following is a copy of a document 
contained in the record book in the Mon- 
mouth county clerk's office at Freehold, 
N. J. This book contains the records of 
official doings of all kinds in that county 
from 1688 to 1721. 

Here is a copy of the record : 
March 25th, 1701. Monmouth co. 

At a Court of Sessions, held for the 
county of Monmouth, at Middletowne, in 
the county aforesaid, and province of 
East New Jersie. 

Being present: Coll. Andre\y Hamil- 
ton, Governor Louis Morris, Samuel 
Leonard, Esqrs. of the Governor's Coun- 
cil ; Jedidiah Allen, Samuel Dennis, Jus- 
tices. 

The court being opened, one Moses 
Butterworth, who was accused of piracie, 
and had confessed that he did sail with 
Capt. William Kid in his last voyage, 
when he came from the East Indies and 
went into Boston with him, and was 
bound to make his appearance at this 
court that he might be examined and dis- 
posed of according to his Magisties' 
orders, the said Butterworth was called 
and made his appearance, and when the 
court was examining him one Samuel 
Willet in holden said that the Governor 
and Justices had no authority to hold 
court and he would break it up, and ac- 
cordingly went down stairs to a com- 
pany of men then in arms and sent up 
a drummer, one Thomas Johnson, into 
the court, who beat his drum and several 
of the company came up with their arms 
and clubs which, together with the drum 
continually beating, made such a noise 
(notwithstanding often proclamations 
made to desist and keep the King's 
peace) that the court could not examine 
the prisoner at the bar, and when there 
was, as the Court judged, betwixt thirty 
and forty men come up into the court, 
some with their arms and some with 
clubs, two persons, viz: Benjamin Bor- 
den and Richard Borden, attempted to 
rescue the prisoner at the bar, and did 



take hold on him by the arms and about 
the middle and force him from the bar, 
the constable and under sheriff, by the 
command of the Court, apprehended the 
said Borden, upon which the Justices 
and King's attorney-general of the prov- 
ince then present (after commanding the 
King's peace to be kept, and no heed 
being given thereto) drew their swords 
and endeavored to retake the prisoners 
and apprehend some of the persons con- 
cerned in the rescue, but was resisted 
and assaulted themselves, and the exam- 
ination of the prisoner torne in pieces, 
and in the scufle both Richard Borden 
and Benjamin Borden were rescued. 

But the endeavors of the Court were 
not effective in retaking the prisoner, for 
he was rescued and carried off and made 
his escape, and the people, viz :

Also I give and bequeath unto the heirs 
of my beloved daughter Abigail Benson 
deceased, viz : to Stephen Benson, Henry 
Benson, Benoni Benson, Jr., and John 
Benson, and to their heirs and assigns, 
one- fourth part of my estate after my 
just debts are paid and satisfied. 

Also I give and bequeath unto my well 
beloved daughter Prudence Albee and to 
her heirs and assigns forever, one-fourth 
part of my estate after my just debts are 
paid and satisfied. 

Also I give and bequeath unto my well 
beloved daughter Rachel Darling and to 
her heirs and assigns, one-fourth part 
of my estate after my just debts are paid 
and satisfied. 

I also hereby constitute and ordain my 
well beloved son-in-law Benoni Benson 
of the town and county within mentioned, 
yeoman, my sole executor of this my last 
will and testament, also ratifying and 
confirming this and none other to be my 
last will and testament.

He was a Prot- 
estant, an Episcopalian, and lay reader in 
his church. 

(2) Stephen Goggin, Sr., had a num- 
ber of children, among others, Stephen 
Goggin, Jr., who married Rachel Moor- 
man, December 21, 1773 ; John Goggin, 
who married Lucy Brandi, September 

, 1777. (John Goggin, was the 

John Goggin who was lieutenant in the 
Continental army.) 

(3) Stephen Goggin, Jr., by his wife, 
Rachel Moorman, had eight children, as 
follows: Pamelia Goggin, who married 
Samuel Clemens of Campbell county, 
October 27, 1797; Polly Goggin, who 
married Alexander Gill; Nancy^Gog|^n, 
who married Obediah Tate; William 
Goggin, who married Pamelia Tate;

(9) Hon. William L. Goggin, eldest 
son of Col. Pleasant Moorman Goggin, 
and Mary Leftwich, his wife, died Jan- 
uary 3, 1870. He was bom in Bedford 
county, received an academic education, 
studied law in Winchester ; was admitted 
to the bar in 1828. In 1836, he was a 
member of the legislature of Virginia 
and in 1837 declined re-election. In 
1839, was elected to congress and re- 
elected in 1841, 1843 and 1847, being 
chairman of the committee on post offices 
and post roads. He was afterwards ap- 
pointed one of the visitors for the United 
States Military Academy at West Point 
under the Filmore administration. In 
1859 he was the unsuccessful Whig can- 
didate for govemor of Virginia, Gov- 
cmor Letcher, the war governor, having 
defeated him by a very narrow majority. 



He served in the Confederate army and 
after the close of the war practiced law 
at Liberty, now Bedford City, until his 
death: 

(10) Lucian Bonaparte Goggin, the 
son of Pleasant N. and Maiy Otey Gog- 
gin, known as Colonel L. B. Goggin, went 
to Mason county, Kentucky, in 1829, 
when only 19 years of age. He married 
a daughter of George Curtis, Esq. He 
was a Union man. He was a member of 
the lower house of the Kentucky legis- 
lature and afterwards a member of the 
state senate. He was sheriff of Mason 
county for ten years, and one of the 
most influential men in that section. 

(11) John O. L. Goggin, son of Pleas- 
ant M. and Mary Otey Leftwich, was a 
lawyer, practicing his profession to the 
time of his death at Lynchburg, Virginia, 
with great distinction. 

(12) James Monroe Goggin, though 
by profession a lawyer, engaged in prac- 
tice but for a short time, when he was 
sent to Califomia as special agent of the 
post office department in the early fifties* 
where he represented the govemment and 
established the post offices and post roads 
in northem Califomia and southern Ore- 
gon. On his retum, he engaged in the 
wholesale grocery and cotton commission 
business under the firm name of Goggin, 
Traytor & Holt, at Mtmphis, Tenn. At 
the beginning of the war, he went back 
to Virginia, received a major's commis- 
sion, organized a battalion of infantry, 
which was afterwards merged into the 
32nd Virginia. Was adjutant general in 
McLaws' division of Longstreet's corps. 
(See official record, War of Rebellion, 
series 1, volume 31, part 1.) In 1864, 
he was placed in command of Connor's, 
formerly Kershaw's brigade and com- 
manded that brigade at the battle of 
Cedar Creek. (See Gen. (Gordon's Rem- 
iniscences, page 367.) Was appointed 
brigadier general December 4, 1864. At 
close of the war went to Texas and en- 
gaged in farming in Waller county; 
died in Austin, Texas, 1889, leaving sur- 
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viving him, his wife, Elizabeth Nelson 
Page Goggin, and children; Ann Page 
Goggin, Austin, Texas; James Mann 
Goggin, El Paso, Texas ; Fannie Boiling 
Goggin Maltby, Washington, Kentud^. 

(13) As stated above, the Goggins 
came to America from Queen's county, 
Ireland. It is said that the Goggin name 
was originally DeCogin, all the Goggins 
in Southern Ireland being descended 
from either Richard DeCogin, or Miles 
I)eCogin (afterwards called Cogin, and 
Anglicized into Goggin). The De- 
Cogins went over to Ireland from Eng- 
land or Wales just after Fitz Stephen's 



and just before Strongbow's invasion. 
They were Anglo-Normans. (See 
Annals of the Kingdom of Ireland, by 
the four masters, translation by John 
O'Donavan, second edition, volume 3, 
pages 45, 61, 275, 340, 383, 395, 498, 
511. Also see McGeoghegan's History 
of Ireland.) A statement published by 
John Boyle O'Reilley was to the effect 
that the name Goggin was originally Mc- 
Geoghegan or McGeoghegain. This is 
evidently a mistake. The McGeoghegans 
belong to the ancient Irish family of that 
name, descended from the Hy'Neils, 
whereas, the Goggans and Goggins are 
of Anglo-Norman origin. Col. G.

In the April Genealogy, S. M. H asks 
for some informaition concerning Mercy 
Qark who was supposed to have married 
Timothy White in or about 1772. In 
this connection the following may be 
of interest. 

Abel Hamilton, son of Benjamine 
and Experience (Walker) Hamilton was 
born at Berwick, Maine and baptized in 
that town in March 1759. The exact 
date of his birth is unknown. He mar- 
ried a Mercy Clark and had eleven chil- 
dren by her. Can give no further in- 
formation concerning Mercy Qark but 
the following Clarks appear to be con- 
nected in some way. Silas Fuller, the 
son of Abiel and Elanor (Henry) Fuller, 
married Alinda Clark of Columbia, Ct., 
in 1797. HeYiry C. Fuller, brother of 
Silas married Dorothy Clark on April 
6, 1809. It is possible that these two 
girls were sisters but is not proven. 
Both Fullers were raised at Lebanon, Ct. 
Edwin Fuller, son of Rev. Stephen Fuller 
and Phebe Thurston, at Vershire, Vt., 
married Wealthy Qark and by her had 
seven children. We also find the name 
of Clark carried forward, as a family 
name evidently, in the son, Zeviah Clark, 
who was bom July 31st, 1836 of Dr. 
Warren Fuller who was the son of the 
above Silas Fuller. — Carl H. Fuller.

(Answer.) Benjamin Gx)ley was 
one of the first settlers of Springfield, 
Mass., and came there about 1644. 
These first settlers came mostly from 
Roxbury, Mass. He lived in that sec- 
tion of Springfield called Longmeadow 
and was one of the most prominent men 
in the town. He served as selectman 
for eighteen years, a longer term of ser- 
vice than any other enjoyed. He sat 
in the first seat of the meeting house 
where the settlers were seated by a com- 
mittee according to social position, and 
his descendants were lon^ among the 
wealthiest and most promment families 
in the place. Most of the Cooleys in 
the United States are descended from 
him though there is another branch of 
Cooleys descended from a different fam- 
ily in New York state. 

His wife was Sarah Tremaine. Date 
of birth of both unknown but he died 
Aug. 17th, 1684. She died Aug. 23rd, 
1684. 

Their children were as follows : 

Bethiah, bom Sept. 16th, 1644, mar- 
ried Henry Chapin, son of Dea. Samuel 
Chapin. Obadiah, born Jan. 27th, 1647, 
married Rebecca Williams.

Claims to Old Peerages

The British House o^ Lords has 
ordered the Committee ot Privileges to 
lay before the King its reports on the 
claims of Viscount Gage and Sir Robert 
Bourchier Sherard Wrey to the baronies 
of Dynaunt, Martin, and Fitzwaryn. 

With respect to the baronyi of Fitz- 
waryn, their lordships report that it is 
an ancient barony in fee, and Sir William 
Bourchier Wrey was summoned to Par- 
liament as a peer of the realm in 33, 
Henry VI. (1455) as Lord Fitzwaryn, 
and sat as such in his own right, and was 
entitled to a barony by writ descendible 
to the heirs general of his body. On the 
death of Edward, fourth Earl of Bath 
and Lord Fitzwar3m, in 1637, the barony 
fell into abeyance between his three 
daughters. Lady Elizabeth (who died 
without issue). Lady Dorothy and Lady 
Anne. 

The co-heirs of Lady Dorothy are now 
(a) Viscount Gage, (b) Colonel Hugo 
Montgomery-Campbell, (c) the heir or 
heirs, if any, of Mary Mackworth (who 
was living unmarried in 1681), and the 
sole heir of Lady Anne is Reginald 
Joseph Weld. The conmiittee further re- 
port tfiat the barony of Fitzwaryn is in 
abeyance and at his Majesty's disposal. 

As to the barony of Martin (claimed 
by Viscount Gage), the committee report 
that it is an ancient barony in fee, and 
that William Martin was summoned to 
Parliament as a peer ot the realm by 
writ 23 Edward I. (1295), and sat in 



Parliament, and was entitled to a barony 
by writ descendible to the heirs generd 
of his body. Their lordships fiml that 
the co-heirs are Henry Rainald (Viscount 
GsLge), Colonel Hugo Montgomery- 
Campbell, and Reginald Joseph Weld. 
Also that the barony of Martin is in 
abeyance and at his Majesty's disposal 

With respect to the barony of Dynaunt 
(also claimed by Viscount Gage), their 
lordships report that no evidence has 
been produced of the existence or de- 
scent of the alleged barony. 

The committee will proceed to hear the 
part heard Strabolgi claim, and also the 
.claims to the Saint John barony.

Witter-Park. After spending some 
time looking over the Park Genealogies 
and some correspondence with the au- 
thor of these, I have been unable to 
trace surely one Lucy Parke who mar- 
ried Nov. 18, 1756 at Preston, Ct., Elijah 
Witter, son of Joseph and Elizabeth 
(Gore) Witter. He was bom Sept. 15, 
1734, and so was 22 when married. The 
record of an elderly woman stated years 
ago that this Lucy was the daughter of 
John Park of Preston. The only one 
found there of right age was the John 
who married Jerusha Starkweather, and 
their children are listed there up to Jer- 
usha, bom. Jan. 12, 1738/9, but that 
would not preclude their having Lucy, 
bom in 1840, who would be 16 in 1756, 
not an early age in those days. In fact 
one of my g^eat grandmothers was mar- 
ried before she was 15. From this old 
lady we learned that three children were 
bom to Lucy Parke Witter: Sarah, 
bom Dec. 12, 1757, married 1777, Elisha 
Stewart, bom at Stonington, Ct., June 
29, 1757, son of William (2) Stewart or 
Steward and wife Elizabeth Stevens, 
daughter of Henry (2) Stephens and 
Elizabeth Fellows. The next child was 
bom Aug. 4, 1760, and bore the odd 
name, Zipporah; the son bom Jan. 11, 
1763, was named Park Witter, and is 
undoubtedly the same one given in the 
Stephens Genealogy as marrying Lucy 
Stephens of Stonington. Lucy was the 
daughter of Jared and Lucy (Stewart) 
Stevens, and Lucy was the sister of 
Elisha Stewart, who had married Sarah 
Witter. Lucy Stewart was 14 years 
older than Elisha, and was married 
when he was only two years old, marry- 
ing her own first cousin, Jared Stevens. 
So these families are much intemiarried, 
as are the Coates and Wilcox families 
with this Stevens family of Stonington 
— ^the first of the name there, and un- 



traced before William Steward (1) joins 
the church as an adult in 1711, and mar- 
ries there May 5, 1713, Sarah Church — 
whose ancestry is given in a manu- 
script history of the Stewart's, as 
"Sister of Colonel Benjamin Church;" 
she died 1745. It would seem more 
likely that she was a daughter or grand- 
daughter of Col. Benjamin Church, but 
having such an old record indicates re- 
lationship to that Church family, which 
had members living close to Stonington, 
Ct. The names of her children were: 
William, Nathan, Oliver, Phineas, Lem- 
uel, Sarah, Content, Eliphalet, and again 
Lemuel, as the older one died young. 
As most of these names appear again 
in family of William, Jr., they may aid 
in tracing the Stewart or Church lines. 
Content Stewart, bom Dec. 24, 1727, 
married Robert Park (5), baptized July 
30, 1721. 

John Park of Stonington bought land 
in Preston April 20, 1730. Jan. 11, 1733 
John Park of Groton, sells land in Pres- 
ton. May 15, 1770 he buys land Sn 
Preston, and is then of Groton, so prob- 
ably in Groton may be found more about 
him and his family. Elijah Witter of 
Preston- sells land in Preston, April 7, 
1760, and does not appear again on the 
land records. In list of people married 
by Samuel Mott, J. P. at Preston "Elijah 
Witter and Elizabeth Story both of 
Preston, May 29, 1770." So it is likely 
that Lucy Park died before then. One 
indication that Lucy Parke belonged to 
John and Jemsha (Starkweather) Park 
is that Zipporah is a name found in that 
family. Jemsha had a sister Zipporah; 
her brother Daniel has a daughter Zip- 
porah. Hope some one will finish this 
record for me soon. The John Park 
who married Jemsha Starkweather, 
was son of William and Hannah (Frink) 
Park ; was bom April 5, 1701 ; grandson 
of Thomas (2), Robert (1). William 
resided at Stonington, Groton and Pres- 
ton. More can be given on his ancestry.

As yet, proofs are lacking on the par- 
ents of Stq>hen Payne, who had son 
Ebenezer Leach Payne, who served in 
the Revolutionary War, taking his 
father's place when only sixteen. Re- 
cently from old records we procured de- 
scription of this Ebenezer L. Payne, 
dated Northampton, September 14, 1780, 
of men detached from Col. Israel 
Chapin's 2nd Hampshire Co. for the term 
of three months. "Age 17 years : stature 
5 feet and 3 inches. Complexion light", 
etc. His father, Stephen Payne mustered 
between January 20, 1777 and June 1, 
1778 by Trumen Wheler, Master Muster 
for Berkshire co., Capt. Watkins' Com- 
pany: term three years or during the 
war. Reported received state bounty. 
Where can one get data on those who re- 
ceived state bounty? 

Another Stephen Payne lived at Le- 
banon, Conn., at or near same time ; thi$ 
Stephen was married there, September 
23, 1756, to Rebecca Bushnell, and one 
of these served in the French and Indian 
wars with Capt. Ebenezer Leach, which 
might account for the name of his son. 
Or it may -prove that this Stephen was 
son of Stephen and Sarah Leach, who 
were married at Pomfret, Conn., 1727, 
and had there two children, Judith and 
Noah. I found lately in the Comstock 
Genealogy, page 275: "Abel (5) Com- 
stock (Daniel 4) bom 1721, died 1»14, 
Cooperstown, N. Y. He married Sep- 
tember 17, 1747, Judith Pain, at Kent, 
Conn. She was bom 1728, and died De- 
cember 19, 1803, at Litchfield, Conn. In 
Augfust, 1776, Abel Comstock was a pri- 
vate in Captain Carter's Co." So from 
this we find that Stephen, whose wife 
was Sarah Leach moved to Kent, some- 
time in 1730-40, as no record is found at 
Pomfret after about 1730. 

One Stephen Paine married Jemima 
Morgan, and on the Norwich records I 



found only this: "Roger, ye son of 
Stephen Paine and his wife Jemima was 
bom the 25th day of July, 1760". They 
were married in 1754. It is probable that 
the Stephen Paine who married Rebecca 
Bushnell is the one bom to Benjamin and 
Mary Brewster Paine, June 26, 1735, for 
he would be just past 21, while the one 
who married in 1754 would be only 19, 
WouM be very grateful for any aid on 
this problem, so that descendants could 
join Mayflower Descendants. Kingsley's 
Records at Lebanon — ^he was for many 
years the Town Clerk — says this Stephen 
bom to Benj. is the one who married Re- 
becca Bushnell. Would like to know 
when Stephen died at Partridgefield, 
Mass., and his age at death ; this would 
prove whose son he was, most likely.

(Martin Smith, Son of Betsy Burton 
and Obadiah Smith— Will dated 1818.) 

I, Martin Smith, being of infirm body, 
sound mind and memory, do make and 
order this as my last will and testament, 
revoking all others heretofore made by 
me. First, my will and desire is that all 
my just debts be paid in order to enable 
my executors hereinafter named to ac- 
complish so desirable an end do ento 
upon and sell all my estate, both real and 
personal, or of whatever kind may con- 
sist (not here mention) dowered at such 
times and upon such terms that they may 
think most advantageous to my estate. 

Second, My will an^ desire is that my 
executors do convey to Jacob Smith, by 
deed the land whereon he lives to that 
part running from a comer pine on 
Robert Gordon's line along a line of 
marked trees to a corner of poplar and 
timber or old mill pond, branch thence to 
the poplar to William Young line, so as 
to include the little meadow. 

Third, My will and desire is that my 
executors do convey by deed to (my 
brother-in-laws) John Hawkins, Lyddall 
Bacon Bowles and my brother Jacob 
Smith, one-fourth part to each of them, 
two acres of land in the City of Rich- 
mond, Virginia, which was purchased 
of Jesse Smith by myself, John Hawkins, 
Lyddall Bacon Bowles and Jacob Smith, 
the said deed having been made to me by 
the said Jesse Smith, so soon as each of 
them shall complete the third and last 
payment for the same. 

Fourth, I give and bequeath to my 
sister, Nancy Smith, fifteen hundred dol- 
lars, to be paid to her by my executors as 
soon as the sale can be made of my estate 
by them to her and her heirs forever. 

Fifth, I lend to my mother, Elizabeth 
Burton Smith, during her life time, my 
negro woman, Lenora and her child 
Moses, together with her future increase, 



and at her death give and bequeath them 
to my sister, Nancy Smith, to her and her 
heirs forever. 

Sixth, My will and desire that my 
mother and Aunt Lucy Price (she was 
Lucy Burton) and my sister, Nancy 
Smith shall have the use of the planta- 
tion whereon they now live which is 
owned by myself and brother, Jacob 
Smith, also two small pieces of land I 
bought of Thomas Buller and Jones 
Tyler, so long as they live or marry, and 
z/t the death or marriage of all of them, I 
give and bequeath the same land to my 
brother Jacob Smith and brother-in-law 
Lyddal Bacon Bowles to them and their 
heirs forever. 

Seventh, My will and desire is that the 
remaining part of my estate is to be di- 
vided in the following manner. One fifth 
part between all the children of my sister 
Mary Smith King, which she has or may 
have as well as those by her first husband, 
John Bacon Ryall, deceased, as those by 
her present husband, George King. 

One fifth part between all the children 
of my sister Lucy Smith Hawkins 
(dead). One fifth part between all the 
children of my brother Jacob Smith 
which he has or may have. 

One fifth part between all the children 
of my sister Elizabeth Smith Bowles, 
which she has or may have ; the remain- 
ing one-fifth to my sister Nancy Smith. 

Eighth, My will and desire is, if either 
of the children of my sister Mary King, 
or those left by my sister Lucy Hawkins, 
should claim any part of the land which 
their mother heired as one of the heirs of 
my father, Obadiah Smith, deceased, 
which I have purchased, that they shall 
not have any part of my estate before 
devised. 

I give and bequeath to my brother, 
Jacob Smith, all the interest I have in the 
wagons, mules, which we have held in 
conjunction and release him from all ac- 
counts, whether by note or open account, 
upon his paying to my mother, Elizabeth 
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Smith, five hundred dollars annually, dur- 
ing her life, out of that part of my estate 
which I have given him. 

Tenth, Lastly I appoint Lyddall Bacon 
Bowles and Jacob Smith and Benj. Shep- 
pard, executors, in testimony whereof I 
have here unto set my hand and seal this 
fourth day of Aug. 1818.

Scotch-Irish Records 

[Contributed to Gbnialogt.] 

In tracing my Scotch-Irish ancestry, 
prior to the coming to America, I made 
a discovery that should be brought to 
the notice of Historical Societies. Penn- 
sylvania was the early home of many 
of those arriving from the North of 
Ireland. I find that those who can trace 
their genealogies beyond this country 
are singularly few. It was by much aj^ 
plication that I was able to find the slight- 
est clue to my fordgn ancestry. Having 
found it I am unwiUing that a discovery 
made should remain unpublished. 

In Lame, County Antrim, Ireland, lives 
a Rev. J. Kennedy, who has chaige of a 
church there datii^ back to about 1700, 
and probably much farther. In the pos- 



session of this Rev. Kennedy are two old 
registers of marriages, baptisms, etc., 
which concern the immigrants to Amer- 
ica who came so numerously from 1730 
to 1750. My understanding is that these 
registers are in bad order and have never 
had any publication. That the informa- 
tion they contain should be preserved, 
seems of that importance, that I think it 
a duty to direct the attention of a his- 
torical society, which has an interest in 
such matters, to the fact. This is e^>e- 
cially true of Pennsylvania. The heart 
of the immigration of Scotch-Irish to 
Pennsylvania and Virginia lies in the 
vicinity of Lame.

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PAST AND PRESENT 

The earliest applications of the prin- 
ciples of genealogy were made by the 
law, so it is to that science that we are 
indebted for the meaning of most of the 
terms now in use. The law defines an 
ancestor as one from whom an heir in- 
herits property or as one prior to an- 
other in die right to inhent property.

Such an ancestor may or may not be of 
the same line of descent. A son inherit- 
ing prc^rty is by law the heir of his 
ancestor and by descent the descendant 
of his ancestor. But if the position be 
reversed and the father inherit money 
from his son he is the heir of his ances- 
tor according to the law, and by descent 
he is the ancestor of his descendant and 
the latter is an ancestor of his own an- 
cestor.

In the days when property rights were 
vested solely in men, and when women 
had little share in the distribution of 
wealth, the law recognized only the male 



issue, and, therefore, interested itself 
only in the tracit^ of the male line of 

descent

But the evolution of public opinicm 
has modified this condition so that the 
rights of property now, especially in the 
United States, are practically the same 
for men and women. Therefore, mod- 
em genealogy recognizes the importance 
of the fenuue line of descent, and it has 
been scientifically established that the 
hereditary influence of the female an- 
cestors upon posterity is fully equal to 

that of the male. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

An English sculptor was ordered to 
engrave on a tombstone the following 
words: "She was a crown to her hus- 
band." The stone, being small, he en- 
graved upon it: "She was 5s to her hus-

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PAST AND PRESENT 

The oldest and most exclusive organ- 
ization in the United States which is 
based upon ancestry is the Society of the 
Cincinnati, founded in May, 1783, just 
before the disbandment of the Revolu- 
tionary army.

The Will of Martin Burton 
In the name of God, amen : I, Martin 
Burton, of the parish and county of Hen- 
rico, state of Virginia, being weak of 
body, but of sound sense and memory, 
do make and ordain this to be my last 
will and testament in manner and form 
following, to wit: 

Imprimus, I give and bequeath unto 
my son, William Burton, the land and 
plantation I purchased of William Smith, 
containing two hundred and fifty acres, 
be the same more or less, beginning at 
a Birch in horse swamp in Carters' line 
near the old plumb tree, thence running 
a straight line to a Sycamore tree in the 
branch near Hicks Spring, thence up the 
branch and line to the comer of the 
old field to William Jones' line, this be- 
ing the dividing line between him and 
the plantation wnereon I now live, to him 
and his heirs forever. I also give and 
bequeath to my son, William, six ne- 
groes, viz.: Susan, Agg, Isaac, Bobb, 
Jacob and Pegg, to him and his heirs 
forever. 

Item : I give and bequeath to my son, 
John Burton, the tract of land whereon 
he now lives, it being part of the land I 
purchased of Miller and part of the land 
I purchased of Hughes, and bounded as 
follows : Beginning in Smith line, thence 
down Poplar branch, to where it empties 
into Meridith's branch, thence across 
Meridith's branch to Miller's Spring 
branch, thence up the Spring branch to 



three maples near the Spring, thence a 
straight line to a small Pine in Du Valk 
line near the comer, this being the di- 
viding line between him and my son, 
Daniel Burton, containing four hundred 
and fifty acres, be the same more or less. 
I also give unto my said son, John Bur- 
ton, six negroes, viz. : Sam, Judith, SaU, 
Jack, Aaron and Gate, to him and his 
heirs forever. 

Item: I give and bequeath unto my 
son, Daniel Burton, the remainder of 
the before mentioned tract of land I 
purchased of Hughes and Miller to him 
and his heirs forever. I also give unto 
my said son, I>aniel Burton, six negroes, 
viz.: Amy, Jenny, Davy, Cate, George 
and Fannie, to him and his heirs forever. 

Item: I give and bequeath unto my 
son, Thomas Burton, the tract of land 
I purchased of John and William S. 
Smith (probably the S. is for Sterling) 
and known by the Meadow Plantation, 
to him and his heirs forever. I also give 
and bequeath unto my aforesaid son the 
plantation whereon I now live, reserving 
to my beloved wife the free use of the 
same during her widowhood and also my 
daughter, Lucy Burton, the privilege of 
living in the dwelling house during her 
single life. I also give and bequeath 
unto my said Thomas, six negroes, viz. : 
Daniel, Nancy, Ursley, Stephen, China 
and little Daniel, reserving to my be- 
loved wife the use of the negro little 
Daniel during her widowhood. I also 
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give and bequeath to my said son one 
horse and saddle, one bed and furniture 
and ten pounds to be raised out of my 
estate as hereafter directed to him and 
his heirs forever. 

Item: I ^ve and bequeath unto my 
daughter, Ehzabeth Smith, six negroes, 
viz.: Lucy, Dorcus, Phill, Harry, Ned 
and Tilla, and their increase. I also give 
unto my daughter, Elizabeth Smith, one 
negro, by the name of Charles, reserving 
unto my beloved wife the use of the 
aforesaid negro, Charles, during her na- 
tural life to her and her heirs forever. 
Item: I give and bequeath unto my 
daughter Lucy Burton, seven negroes, 
viz : Jesse, Anicka, Roger, Rachel, Clair, 
Maria and Luck, reserving unto my be- 
loved wife the use of the aforesaid ne- 
gro, Luck, during her natural life. Also, 
I give and bequeath unto my aforesaid 
daughter, Lucy, one horse and saddle, 
one bed and furniture and ten pounds, to 
be raised out of my estate as hereafter 
directed, to her and her heirs forever. 

I lend unto my beloved wife six ne- 
groes, viz.: Ben, Dick, Luck, Charles, 
Beck and little Daniel, during her na- 
tural life, and at her death to dispose 
of the aforesaid negro girl, Beck, in 
any manner she may think proper to 
some of my children, or their heirs. I 
also lend unto my beloved wife one- 
third part of my personal estate during 
her natural life and at her death to be, 
with the aforesaid negroes, lent to my 
said wife not before divided, equally 
among my children or their heirs. 

My will further is that the privilege 
of my ten lots of land in James river 
be equally divided among all my chil- 
dren, or their heirs. My will and desire 
further is that all the rest of my estate 
not^ before divided be sold, and after 
paying all my just debts and legisees 
herein mentioned, the money from such 
sale be equally divided among all my 
children, their heirs. 

And, lastly, my will is that my es- 
tate shall not be appraised nor my execu- 
tors give security for their executorship.

John Burton, Daniel Burton and Thomas 
Burton, executors of this, my last will 
and testament, hereby revoking all other 
wills by me heretofore made, m witness 
whereof I have hereunto set my hand

The John Bralnerd Family 

[Contributed to Genialogy] 

John Brainerd, who succeeded his 
brother David, as missionary among the 
Indians of New Jersey, was bom at 
Haddam, Conn., February 28, 1720. He 
was fitted for college probably by his 
brother Nehemiah. This brother was 
pastor of the Eastbury (Conn.) Church 
from April, 1740, until his death, No- 
vember 9, 1742. John was graduated 
at Yale in 1746. 

He went to Bethel, near Cranberry, 
in April, 1747, and began assisting 
David among the Indians. David took 
a journey to New England during the 
summer, hoping to recover his health, 
but died October 9th, at Northampton. 
John was commissioned in his brother's 
place by the Society for the Promotion 
of Christian Knowledge. He was or- 
dained in February, 1748. The Indian 
children were provided with a school and 
were taught spinning, business and some 
of the trades. 

The Indians, having been dispossessed 
of their land, Brainerd, in May, 1755, 
was released by the society. He re- 
turned to New England, but soon was 
invited to preach at Newark. He ac- 
cepted, and moved there with his family, 
remaining about one year. 

Brainerd, in June, 1756, at the request 
of the society, again began work among 
the Indians, removing to New Bruns- 
wick. He was again released in Sep- 
tember, 1757, and the same month again 
was called to Newark and settled there. 
In March, 1759, at the request of the so- 
ciety, to which was added the appeal of 
Governor Francis Bernard, he once 
more considered going to the Indians, 



finally leaving his comfortable charge at 
Newark, in May, 1759. 

He labored among the Indians at 
Brotherton, Burlington County, and also 
did pioneer work among the white 
settlements. He dwelt for a time at Mt. 
Holly, where his meeting-house was 
burned by the British. He was called, 
in 1777, to Deerfield, Cumberland 
County, where he preached until his 
death, March 18, 1781. 

Brainerd's first wife, Experience 
Lyon, died September 17, 1757, leaving 
three little children. His second wife, 
Experience Price, died August 28, 1793 ; 
she had no children. Two of Brainerd's 
children, Sophie and David, died at 
Newark, during September, 1758. The 
surviving daughter married Major John 
Ross, of Revolutionary fame. 

Brainerd is buried beneath the floor 
of the Deerfield church. 



Logans hi the Revolution

Samuel Logan, b. 1759, d. 1845, was 
placed on the pension roll of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1832, for 11 months for actual 
service as a private in the continental 
army. He was bom in Ireland and died 
in Washington Co., Penn. He was at 
the battles of Brandywine and German- 
town. 

Benjamin Logan, b. 1743, in Augusta 
Co., Va., d.

William Logan, b. 1756, in Pennsyl- 
vania, enlisted in 1776, in Capt. Peter 
Grubb's Co., Col. Samuel Miles' Rifle 
Regiment. In 1781, he received depre- 
cation pay for his services. 

Hugh Logan, b. Augusta Co., Va., 
1745, d. Lincoln Co., Ky., 1816, was a 
soldier in 1779, in Gen. Geo. Roger 
Clark's Illinois regiment of Virginia 
troops.

Perry, who died Dec. 6, 1843, aged 21 
years, 11 months and 18 days. 

Elizabeth Wright, died May 2, 1892, 
aged 88. (She was a daughter of Isaac 
and Mary Wright.) 

In memory of Sarah Davis, who died 
March 5, 1813, aged 17 years and 6 
months. 

George Wright, died Feb. 2, 1875, 
aged 70 years. 

In memory of Charles, son of Samuel 
and Charlotte Colwell, who died Sept. 
5, 1811, aged 29 years, 8 months and 9 
days. 

In memory of Ebenezer Boyd, wHo 
died Dec. 21, 1839, aged 27 years, 5 
months and 15 days. 

In memory of Caroline, wife of Eb- 
enezer Boyd and daughter Samuel and 
Charlotte Colwell, who died July 1, 1810, 
aged 31 years and 19 days.
